2014 Property Tax Rates and 
Tax Ratios. These rates and 
ratios apply to all property 
tax classes across the Region. 

What does it mean for 
Pelham? 

Reassessment Year: 

As I wrote about last 
spring, 2013 was a “reas¬ 
sessment" year. That meant 
that the Municipal Property 
Assessment Corporation 
- the Provincial body that 
sets a value your home and 
property - re-evaluated and 
assessed all properties in 
the Province as of January 1, 
2012. While this amount will 
be used as the value of your 
home in 2016, MPAC phases 
in any assessment increases 
evenly over a four-year 
period. The Town uses that 
changing assessment value 


when we calculate your 
property taxes each year. 

Property Tax Calculation: 

The amount of property 
tax you pay to the Town 
of Pelham, to the Region, 
and to the Province (for 
Education) is not only 
based on the Market Value 
Assessment of your property; 
we multiply your assessment 
by each of the tax rates and 
add them up for your total 
bill. 

Despite your tax rate being 
set by each entity for their 
services, the Town collects 
the taxes and distributes it 
appropriately. 

2011 to 2014: 

When Town Council 
approved our 2014 
Operating Budget in 
February, we anticipated 
that the Pelham portion of 
your property tax bill would 
increase by 1.5%. Now that 
the Region has set rates, we 
know that the combined 
property tax increase for an 
average property in Pelham 


will be 0.9%. We anticipate 
being the lowest or second 
lowest again this year. 

But, what about over 
a longer period of time? 

Let’s compare this term of 
Council with the last term of 
Council, and with inflation. 

The average increase of 
property taxes on your com¬ 
bined residential property 
tax bill for the last four years 
was 1.5% (total increase 
6.0%); for the previous four 
years - from 2007 to 2010 - it 
was 1.8% (total increase 
7.3%). 

Lower than Inflation: 

How do we measure 
whether that is “good” or 
not? Another important 
comparator would be infla¬ 
tion. Inflation for the last 
four-year period was 7.35% 
or an average of 1.79% per 

I hope you too are pleased 
that our residential tax 
increases have been 1.35% 
below inflation for the last 
four years. Please see the

Pelham Council and I 
continue to direct staff to 
ensure that we only mini¬ 


mally impact you and other 
property tax payers while we 
increase the level and quality 
of services to the Town.

Is Colbert right for late-night TV? 


I t’s not that people hate 
Astephen Colbert. They hate 

Especially in their jammies, 
late at night in front of the TV 
Among many reasons Johnny 
Carson was so beloved is that 
he was literally the last person 
people saw before they went 
to bed. When he retired in 
1992, it was a sudden, jarring 
change in routine for millions 
of people. 

Expect even more love to be 
showered on David Letterman 
when he pulls the plug next 
year, ending a dominant 
33-year reign as the greatest 


late-night host ever. 

And expect a cynical greet¬ 
ing for Colbert, who was 
announced as his replacement 
for the Late Show by CBS on 
Thursday. 

It seems bizarre, but sud¬ 
denly Colbert has something 
to prove. Starting with The 
Daily Show and then his own 
brilliant The Colbert Report, 
he brought the news to people 
through the guise of a smug, 
conservative-leaning patriot. It 
was a masterful creation, both 
mocking and embracing his 
targets by satirizing the likes of 
Bill O’Reilly. 

He won three Emmys, 


wrote a bestselling book 
and even spoke at a White 
House Correspondents 
Association Dinner, where he 
did the unthinkable — ripped 
President George W. Bush. 

“I stand by this man 
because he stands for things,” 
he said. “Not only for things, 
he stand on things. Things like 
aircraft carriers and rubble 
and recently flooded city 
squares.” 

Ratings for his show went 
up 37% the next week. Colbert, 
like Stewart, was the new face 
of network news — guys who 
knew this world is too stupid to 
be objective. Why sugarcoat it? 


But here’s the problem — as 
great as Colbert’s character 
was, it was still a character. His 
skits and interviews were done 
under the persona of some¬ 
thing he created. It’s why he 
got away with so much. 

That won’t work in 
Letterman’s old spot If the 
Jay Leno/Conan O’Brien 
misfire proved anything, it’s 
that 11:30 p.m. talk shows 
have a threshold for weird¬ 
ness. Even Letterman had to 
adjust becoming much less 
adventurous when he jumped 
to the earlier slot on CBS in 
1993, to directly compete with 
Jay Leno’s Tonight Show. Ask 


Letterman fens to recall their 
fondest memories, and most 
all of them occurred when 
he was hosting Late Night on 
NBC at 12:30 a.m. 

A muzzled, more tame 
Colbert is a gamble. We 
haven’t seen Colbert as 
himself, and suddenly he’s 
getting the reins to a late-night 
institution. This will be bigger 
than Leno replacing Carson 
— in the weeks leading up to 
Letterman’s departure, you 
will hear over and over how he 
usurped his idol to became the 
best. Colbert is replacing the 
true king of late night. 

Other names were in the 


mix. Craig Ferguson. Ellen 
DeGeneres. Even Howard 
Stem. None of them were as 
big a gamble as Colbert, and 
yet, none of them sound as 
appealing. Crash or bum, 
Stephen Colbert will be must- 
see TV on the Late Show. 

If there’s precedent, it’s 
Letterman himself. Before he 
was a late-night fixture, he was 
a weatherman. And a failed 
actor. And, yes, the host of a 
cancelled morning comedy 
show. From this came the 
greatest ever. And that’s the

Wellspring finds permanent home in Fonthill

When Wellspring Niagara moved into 
a Thorold plaza in 2001, its stay was to be 
temporary. 

Now, 13 years later, the organization 
has finally found a permanent home. 

Town of Pelham has agreed to work 
with Wellspring to create a regional can¬ 
cer support centre on two acres of land 
along Rice Rd. at Regional Rd. 20. 

A memorandum of understanding, 
which provides the framework for the 
partnership, was signed at Monday’s 
town council meeting. 

Pelham will lease the land to Wellspring 
for $1 ayear. The lease will continue indef¬ 
initely or until Wellspring ceases to oper- 

“We want to, in essence, donate use of 
the land for as long as they need it," said 
Mayor Dave Augustyn. 

“It's important for Pelham and for Nia¬ 


gara region that this service has a new 
home. Wellspring provides so much sup¬ 
port for individuals and families that have 
been devastated by cancer.” 

In 2013, Wellspring served 506 men, 
women and children. 

The new cancer support centre will be 
part of the east Fonthill development and 
is expected to complement the antici¬ 
pated medical complex and retirement 
community to be built in the same area, 
Augustyn said. 

“This is something we’ve been working 
toward for a very long time,’’ Wellspring 
executive director Ann Mantini-Celima 
said of finding the organization a new and 
permanent home. 

“We just needed to identify the right 
location and this one couldn’t be better.” 

The land offered by Pelham is centrally 
located in Niagara, which is key for Well- 
spring to support its members throughout 
the region.

increased to 7,000 square feet 
from 2,000 square feet at the Tho- 
rold office — will allow the organi¬ 
zation to better meet the needs of 
Niagarans, Mantini-Celima said. 

The extra room will allow for 
social and quiet spaces to be cre¬ 
ated for different programs so they 
don’t interfere with one another. 


Additional room outdoors will 
allow for ample parking, as well as 
green space that members can use 
during programming. 

“It will be a place of hope and 
healing,” Mantini-Celima said. 

"We’re grateful for the gener¬ 
ous gift and for (Pelham council) 
believing in what we do. It means 


a great deal to our organization 
and our members who use our 
facility.” 

Wellspring plans to launch a 
capital campaign sometime this 
fall to help support the build.

Youth face charges in 
break-ins 

Three youths face criminal charges 
in connection to two residential break- 
ins in Pelham last week. 

Niagara Regional Police said the 
crimes occurred at homes on Canboro 
Rd. and Metier Rd. 

Several items were taken from the 
homes, including a golf cart which 
youths were seen driving in Pelham last 

On Saturday police arrested three 
youths - aged 14,15 and 17 - and 
charged each with two counts of 
break, enter and theft and possession 
of property obtained by crime. Their 
identities are protected by the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act. 

Police search for suspects 

Niagara Regional Police are looking 
for two suspects after a stolen truck 
was recovered early Friday morning. 

Const. Derek Watson said a 2013 


Ford F150 four-wheel-drive vehicle 
was stolen from the driveway of a 
Damude Dr. home in Pelham between 
10 p.m. Wednesday and 7 a.m. April 
10. 

At about 5:15 a.m. Friday morning, 
police officers saw a vehicle matching 
the description of the stolen truck 
driving on Asher St. As the vehicle 
pulled to the curb, Watson said 
two males jumped from the truck’s 
passenger side door and fled from 
the area. 

Trucker jailed for smuggling 

A Canadian truck driver was 
sentenced to 166 months behind 
bars in the United States after being 
convicted of smuggling $1.5 million 
worth of drugs across a Niagara 
border crossing. 

A jury in a Buffalo, N.Y., courtroom 
on Friday found Osborne Young, 

47, of Richmond Hill, guilty of 
importing approximately 147,000 
pills containing benzylpiperazine, 
commonly referred to as ecstasy, into 
the U.S. from Canada. 

Court was told Osborne was 
stopped at the Queenston-Lewiston 
Bridge in April 2012. 

Border agents discovered 
approximately 147,000 ecstasy pills 
concealed in the refrigeration unit of 
his tractor-trailer.

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□ WEATHER: A season’s worth of garbage surfaces as snow melts 

Cleaning 
up winter’s 
trash

A long winter’s worth of trash has sur¬ 
faced now that most of the snow has left 
Niagara. 

“The city will typically look very dirty 
in the spring,” said John Morocco, opera¬ 
tions superintendent for Niagara Falls. 

Spring cleanup crews will be busy 
picking up garbage alongside roads, side¬ 
walks and public spaces. 

Water botdes, coffee cups and wrap¬ 
pers have been buried under snow for an 
extended period of time, hiding it from 
public view. 

“We’re uncovering a whole winter’s 
worth of litter all at once,” said Ralph 
Scholz, associate director of transporta¬ 
tion operations for Niagara Region. 

“It’s a different winter than we’ve 
experienced for a while. A lot of snow 
remained frozen for the entire win¬ 
ter. Normally, there are a few thaws and 
the litter would get blown around a few 
times. But it’s been so cold. We haven't 
had a lot of winter thaws.” 

Scholz said the region has delayed its 
spring cleanup and sweeping program 
for another week or two as there’s still a 
chance of another blast of winter. 

While the region largely focuses on its 
roads because it doesn’t own any parks, 
municipalities must deal with their roads, 
neighbourhood parks and trails. 

Morocco said it’s typical to see gar¬ 
bage surface at the start of spring, and 
that this year is not much different than 
in the past. 

He said it’s common for garbage bins 


to tip over near parks and for debris to be 
buried under snow. 

"We'll be bringing in our seasonal staff 
in another week or two.” 

Along with street sweepers, Morocco 
said, crews will also have to clear 
branches that have fallen in parks during 
the winter. 

“We'll get at the stuff that has been ffo- 

Vince Beaudoin, a public works fore¬ 
man for Welland, said through patrols, 
officials find that people are illegally 
dumping litter along country roads. 

“We started our street sweeping this 
week. We sweep the roads and get the 
sand off the centre lines and the curb 

Robert Riediger, operations manager 
for St. Catharines, said garbage is always 
a problem at the beginning of spring. 

“We’re aware of the problem and we’re 
moving to get it cleaned up." 

He said crews have already started to 
pick up litter from roadways and a crew 
will soon be working a midnight shift to 
clean up road islands and bridges. A con¬ 
tractor will then be brought in to do a 
full-scale spring cleanup of roads. 

Riediger said in the near future, a 
city committee will be hosting an event 
where various groups will come together 
to clean up St. Catharines. 

“It’s an opportunity for residents and 
businesses to get involved and clean up

A Matchmaker made in heaven 



Drawing from a madcap medley of 
quirky characters, illogical love trian¬ 
gles and klutzy comedy, Eden High 
School’s masterful interpretation of 
The Matchmaker had the audience 
falling head-over-heels for Thornton 
Wilder’s delightful blend offeree and 
heartfelt romance. 

Adapted in 1954 by Wilder from 
his initial work The Merchant of Yonk¬ 
ers, the popular slapstick Matchmaker 
gained even greater renown in 1964 
when it was set to music as the Broad¬ 
way show Hello, Dolly! Wilder’s witty 
script follows a temperamental and 
tight-fisted merchant named Horace 
Vandergelder in his search for a wife.

LYME DISEASE: WHAT MAKES IT TICK? 

As temperatures begin to finally rise across southern Ontario after several 
weeks of gloomy weather, many Niagara residents are eager to bring out their 
summer wardrobe. 

However, it doesn’t take long before we quickly remember that along with 
the summer heat comes the return of mosquitoes, spiders, and ticks. In Ontario, 
most residents are well informed about the illnesses mosquitoes can spread and 
ways of protecting yourself. But how informed are we about ticks? 

There are many different species of ticks; however, the one that is of concern 
is the blacklegged tick, also known as the deer tick. This sesame seed sized tick 
can be the host to the bacteria that can cause Lyme disease, which, if untreated, 
can result in arthritis, heart problems, and various nervous system problems. The 
American brown dog tick is approximately half a centimeter and has not been 
shown to carry Lyme disease. 

The Niagara region has a high concentration of ticks, especially in the areas 
surrounding Lake Erie. The Niagara Health Department recommends wearing 
pants and long sleeved shirts when walking in wooded areas to minimize the 
chances of a tick bite. 

If you notice a tick has attached to your skin, it should be removed 
immediately by grabbing the head with a pair of tweezers and pulling straight up. 
Do not try to burn the tick off of the skin using a match or lighter. The area should 
be then be washed with soap and water. If you are unable to remove the entire 
tick, you should give your doctor a call and they can remove it for you. The tick 
can be brought to the health department for analysis to see if it was infected with 
the bacteria that causes Lyme disease. 

Ticks often pick up the bacteria that cause Lyme disease while feeding on 
infected rodents. However, it should be noted that most ticks are not carriers. 

The majority of people who are bitten by ticks do not develop Lyme disease, 
however if you notice a red bullseye rash on the skin, develop a fever, headache 
or muscle and joint pains, you should seek medical attention. The symptoms 
typically develop within 1 to 2 weeks of a bite. Lyme disease can often be cured 
with antibiotics if treatment is started early.

In the midst of something so 
painful as cancer, being with 
others who are going through 
the same experience is a happy 
moment. And people walk away 
with a good feeling, says Martin 

“We always set a goal, but the 
real goal is to bring the kids and 
athletes together to show that the 
Niagara region is fighting back 
against cancer,” said Kabat, CEO, 
Canadian Cancer Society, Ontario 
division. He was at the Skylon 
Tower in Niagara Falls Saturday 
for the 22nd annual Stair Climb 
for Children’s Cancer. 

This was the second year that 
Climb Buddy was featured, which 
matches Canadian Olympic 
heroes and hopefuls with a local 
child battling cancer. 

Each year thousands partici¬ 
pate in the climb, and about $1 


million has been raised in the 
event’s history to date. 

Some of the athletes who par¬ 
ticipated included Olympic swim¬ 
mer Colin Russell, wrestler Tonya 
Verbeek, hockey player Laura 
Fortino and boxer Mike Strange. 

“The kids and the athletes part¬ 
ner up,” said Kabat. “The athletes 
take on the challenge of running 
up the steps just the way the kids 
are taking on the challenge of 
fighting cancer.” 

The Canadian Cancer Society 
is the largest national charity that 
funds childhood cancer research 
in Canada. It invested $3.1-mil- 
lion in 2013. 

"We’ve had a really good turn¬ 
out. Many people showed up 
early and we have many teenag¬ 
ers from some of the schools all 
coming in to help,” said volunteer 
Bruno Campagiorni, who along 
with his wife, Karen, were greet¬ 
ing people near the front door 


and directing them to the regis¬ 
tration tables. 

“My dad and a cousin passed 
away from cancer and we all know 
someone who has been affected 
by it,” said Campagiorni. “Every 
litde bit counts. One step at a time 
and we will eventually wipe out

NHS hires chief of staff

Niagara Health System has hired a new 
chief of staff — a respected physician with 
international credentials in critical care 
and a tangential connection to one of the 
biggest political scandals in Ontario. 

Ihe NHS announced last week, after a 
protracted search, that Dr. Thomas Stew¬ 
art, currently working at Mount Sinai 
Hospital in Toronto, will replace out¬ 
going interim chief of staff Dr. Joanna 
Hope, who saw the NHS through the 2011 
C. difficile crisis. 

The hospital system leadership praised 
Stewart for his clinical and leadership 
skills. 

“When you look at the skill set he 
brings to the table, what he brings to the 
position of chief of staff, it is very impres¬ 
sive,” NHS CEO Kevin Smith said. “He 
has had a remarkable career as a medical 
leader, as an academic and as an admin¬ 
istrator." 

Stewart, who is expected to assume his 
new post next month, said he is anxious 
to begin. 

“I see the NHS as a great opportunity 
and a challenge. It is a big hospital sys¬ 
tem, a complex system, and one I am 
excited to work for," he said. “I have not 
been in a leadership position for a while 
and I am excited to resume that role.” 


While Stewart is a clinical physician at 
Mount Sinai, along with holding a profes¬ 
sor position at University of Toronto, he 
used to be the chief of staff at the Toronto 
hospital. 

He left that position in February 2013 
during the height of the Omge air ambu¬ 
lance scandal. 

“I did what I always do, which is doing 
what is best for the organization,” Stew- 

Stewart stepped down after it was 
revealed that under his watch the embat¬ 
tled CEO of Omge, Chris Mazza, had 
been paid $256,000 by Mount Sinai for 
consulting work. The hospital could not 
confirm some of that work was ever com- 

It was also revealed that Omge paid 
Stewart a consulting fee of $436,000 over 
seven years. Omge could not confirm 
what work Stewart had done for the air 
ambulance organization. 

Although there was an Ontario Pro¬ 
vincial Police investigation into financial 
irregularities at Omge, Stewart was never 
implicated in any criminal wrongdoing 
nor accused of doing anything improper. 

Stewart said he nevertheless left his 
post as chief of staff at Mount Sinai to 
avoid any appearance of impropriety that 
could affect the hospital.
